The movement Is part of a far- 
seeing plan to rejuvenate Turkey. On 
the patriotic aide, the members, with 
the support of the young Turks, will 
try to purge the language of foreign 
words which have corrupted the 
Turkish of the border into more or 
less of a Jargon. On the military and 
civic side, the government hopes not 
only to popularise army service among 
the educated classes but to develop 
Initiative and flexibilUy among the 
people so as to compete more favor¬ 
ably with western peoples. 

It Is significant that In thw oath 
taken by the boys the Arabic word for 
God. “Allah.** has yielded to the 
Turkish •'Tengri.** All names used In 
the organisation, such as IsdJIs for 
“scouts,** and Olmak Begs for “lead¬ 
ers,** are Turkish. The word for 
leader in oinclal use has heretofore 
been “bey.** 

The young Turks, and many of the 
older men. believe that the country's 
decline has been largely due to Per¬ 
sian and Byaantine Influences.

Ottawa. June 27.—The bl-llngual case 
before Mr. Justice Lennox was ad¬ 
journed yesterday until such time as 
the statistics being prepared by the 
provincial department of education are 
ready. Accordingly no definite date 
could be fixed for the case to be re¬ 
sumed and argued. 

Before the adjournment, A. C. Mac- 
master, acting for the defence, asked 
that an order bo made allowing the 
school board to pay the teachers for 
their services up to date. Of the bi¬ 
lingual teachers, twenty were not quali¬ 
fied, since their permits had not been 
renewed. In addition the plaintiffs 
claim that the other teachers In the bi¬ 
lingual schools are not qualified, be¬ 
cause they have not complied with the 
regulation to teach only English In 
their forms, accordingly all the teach¬ 
ers in the bl-lingual schools. It la 
contention of the plaintiff, are dis¬ 
qualified except those In the first forms. 

Mr. Macmaster argued that It would 
be a hardship to keep from these 
teachers their pay from the time the 
Injunction was applied for. some three 
months ago. It was not the quarrel of 
the teachers. They were not responsi¬ 
ble for what the board h*d done and 
should not be kept from their pa/. 

Mr. Tilley, acting for the plaintiffs, 
opposed any such order on the grouVid 
that they had taken a more or 
active part In the trouble In some in¬ 
stances. and It would be unwise to 
Interfere with the injunction. 

The judge held that he would not In¬ 
terfere with the Injunction at this time 
and consequently the teacheri couM 
rot be paid.

"The Thermoplyae had a marvellous 
capacity for speed. In one day she 
sailed 380 statute miles, or an average 
of 16 miles an hour, and she made the 
passage home from China In 91 days. 
These were names to conjure with In 
the ’60s. The Thermopylae wm a com- . 
poslte clipper of 947 tons register. Her' 
dimensions were 210 feet long, 86 feet 
beam and 21 feet depth. Men talked 
of these sailing vessels as If they were 
real personalities. One. of the most 
famous of them was the Macquarie—| 
an Iron barque built In 1876 by Green's 
of I<ondon. Her registered tonnage 
was 1977, her length 269.8 feet, her 
beam 40.1 feet and her d^th 23.7 feet. 
In her day she was a famous beauty, 
and, after being sold to Norwegian 
owners. Is ending her days as a hulk 
somewhere In Australia. 

"The fact remains that in spite of 
their charm their day Is done and 
owners are rapidly discarding them for, 
steamships. With them goes much of 
the romance connected with the sea.

Urgency of Commencing Cem 
etery Project is Presented 
by Alderman Sargent

At the meeting of the streets com¬ 
mittee of the city council yesterday 
afternoon Mayor Stewart laid before 
the aldermen the suggestions placed 
before him by the deputation from the 
Trades and Labor council on Thursday 
week. He prefaced the matter by say¬ 
ing that It was the fairest statement 
of the labor case he had heard. 

The various points which were re¬ 
ported in the Times on June 19 were 
stated by his worship. He mentioned 
the desire for a general labor bureau, 
or rather a registry! of unemployment 
In order to secure data on the labor 
situation. The deputation bad also 
desired assurances regarding possible 
public works, and hoped for a check on 
immigration Into Victoria, holding that 
any influx into the city aggravated the 
labor aituatlon existing here. 

Aid. Cuthbert asked whether the de¬ 
putation had requested the regular 
rate of wages on the proposed works, 
or whether the other men were willing 
to regard such works as relief works. 

The mayor said that that point bad 
not been discussed. 

In answer to Aid. Sargent the mayor 
said he thought It might be possible to 
spend money on park Improvements. 
He doubted If the city could bofrow 
more money for street works this year. 

Aid. Sargent, chairman of the ceme¬ 
tery committee, thought It would be 
desirable to prepare a new cemetery, 
as one must be acquired soon. He was 
not prepared to report yet on a scheme, 
but a considerable amount of prelim¬ 
inary labor would be involved In grad¬ 
ing. He hoped the council would take 
the matter up. 

Answering Aid. Fullerton. Aid. Sar¬ 
gent said a number of sites had been 
inspected. If the aldermen would give 
some Information the committee could 
proceed In a definite way. One or two 
suitable sites for cemetery purposes 
had been offered. 

Aid. Todd proposed that the matter 
should be taken up immediately after 
the Johnson Street Bridge by-law had 
been submitted. 

Aid. McNeill believed it would be 
better to wait till the annual election. 
He did"' not think the council should 
announce where It would locate the 
cemetery. 

Aid. Dilworth opposed the Idea of 
securing a cemetery by stealth. There 
was no harm In people knowing where 
It would be. The Ross Bay cemetery 
was rapidly filling. 

Aid. Okell considered that the John¬ 
son street bridge should have primary 
consideration. Aid. Sargent reminded 
Aid. McNeill that the cemetery project 
had been Initiated by him, when chair¬ 
man of the committee. He believed 
that the cost of sites would not be less 
in a few years than at present. 

Aid. Cuthbert pleaded for a lawn 
cemetery on modern lines. The John¬ 
son street bridge, however, must be 
pressed immediately, in order to have 
the question pushed to an Issue. It 
was a problem to bring the parties to¬ 
gether. Still there existed no out¬ 
standing dlfllculty, and It could reason¬ 
ably be expected that the by-law would 
be brought down within two weeks. 

The debate w’as adjourned without 
the passage of any resolution on the 
subject of labor conditions, but the ald¬ 
erman undertook to give consideration 
to the matter.

Asphalt Plant on Garbally 
Road Site

The diary which the late Thomas 
Russell kept while on the Queen Char¬ 
lottes forty-four years ago, during the 
time he was superintending the work 
nf development of the mines of the 
Queen Charlotte Coal Mining 


through the water with her decks 
awash most of the time. While wait¬ 
ing In an Inlet In the shore of Banks 
island for the weather to moderate be¬ 
fore attempting the crossing of Hecate 
strait the Indians came off In canoes 
and offered deer-skins In trade. The 
captain paid twenty-five cents each In 
trade. As the cooking had to be done 
In the small cabin the atmosphere was 
fearfully hot, and It was a choice, Mr. 
Russell says, between a vapor bath be¬ 
low decks or a shower bath above, and 
all were in a most pitiable condition. 

I When a start was possible It was Into 
a succession of light breezes and fogs, 
and very slow time was made. 

Skldegate harbor was reached about 
noon on October 9. nineteen days from 
Victoria, a great difference to the time 
W'hlch is now made between the two 
' ports. Capt. Skldegate and lady and 
j two attendants came off, and the cap- 
I tain welcomed Mr. Russell In hfs In- 
! dian fashion. Mr. Russell describes 
I Skldegate as by no means a bad-look- 
I fng Indian, about thirty, five feet seven 
I in height, weighing about 140 pounds. 

I The wife was about sixteen, had rather 
j good features, but somewhat heavy, 

I was a big woman for an Indian and 
I very fat. The chief bad a groat bundle 
of papers, which gave him a very fair 
' character. After getting a plug of 
I tobacco he graciously promised to call 
' on Mr. Russell at the mines, which 
were sixteen miles west of the village. 
The last stage of the Journey was a 
very vexatious one, as wind and tide 
were against the vessel, but the destin¬ 
ation of the party was In sight all the 
time. While drifting along a number 
of Indians came aboard, and as Mr. 

I Russell has a number of uncompll- 
I mentary ^hlngs to say about them later 
I on his first impressions may be given 
I to show how accurately he summed up 
; their characters. He says: 

I "A filthy, dirty looking lot they are. 

, but they are in keeping with the Island, 
for a more dreary, forsaken-looking 
place I never beheld. 80 far as I have 
seen there does not appear to be nour¬ 
ishment enough In the soil to keep the 
trees alive, and not a blade of grass is 
to be seen. All along the northern side 
of Graham Island Is covered with dead 
trees, and a horrible sight It looks. 1 
think I shall have the blues all day and 
every day. There is not even a little 
bird to be seen bopping about, and X 
verily believe If one by any chance did 
come It would leave as fast as wing 
could carry It. 

“Quite a number of Indians came off 
a.s we approached the company build¬ 
ings, amongst them Captain George, a 
minor chief. He wanted to show me 
his papers, but I told him to wait until 
I had got on shore. I don’t like the 
appearance of this Indian. He has 
small ferret eyes, speaks In a slow 
measured way and has all the appear¬ 
ance generally of a dirty old lawyer. 
The Indian.** appear to be very friendly 
but awful thieves, I am told. Captain 1 
Gold, a chief of a portion of the Gold 
Harbor tribe, presented himself and 
nearly bored me to death. He Is a big 
rascal, or I am very much deceived.' 
He is Just the sort of man you might | 
take and hang upon his looks. He says 
his wife Is a queen, Mr. Trounce told! 
him that he was a king, and of course 
Mrs. Gold must be a queen. He does 
not take It amiss if you address her 
an Mrs. Gold, but Is very indignant If 
you call her a klootchman. But she is 
only a klootchman. nevertheless, and 
he Is a si wash to my mind. In the true 
s(<ns« of the word.” 

The headquarters of the mine, at 
Cowgats Bay, were found by the new 
Ruperintendent to be In a filthy state, 
and he remarks on the fram« of mind 
into which men must have drifted to 
allow things to get In to that state and 
go on living amid them without any 
effort to ameliorate the conditions. He 
preferred to remain on board until the 
quarters had been thoroughly scrubbed 
out and the place cleaned up. An ex¬ 
amination of the company’s works next 
day revealed what Mr. Russell thought 
was a great expenditure of money use¬ 
lessly, and part of It he describes as a 
shameful piece of work. As a sample 
of It he mentions that at the storage 
chute the coal had a drop of eighteen 
feet after tt passed over the screen, and 
In falling that distance got smashed 
tadly. 

The trip Into the workings was Mr. 
Russell’s first venture into a mine, and 
he confesses that he undertook It with 
«ome trepidation, especially as there 
was gas in one of the tunnels in con¬ 
siderable quantity. The main tunnel

Mr. Russell remarks In his record, did 
not care a button how things went-> 
whte they were not seasick—beyond 
being up in time for breakfast and go-i 
Ing to their bunks after supper. J 

During a midnight watch kept by the' 
captain and Mr. Russell they passed 
the entrance to the Inside passage, as 
they were Informed next day by Mr. 
Warren, and so the vessel had to be 
headed for the entrance to Milbank 
Hound, which was sighted in the after¬ 
noon. as was thought. The voyagers 
did not take what is now known as the 
Inside passage followed by all the 
steamers on the northern run. but In¬ 
tended to keep to the west of Princess 
Royal and Pitt islands. Point Day, 
which had to be rounded In order to 
get into l^redo channel, is described 
as a fearful looking place, with large 
rocks ninning two miles out into the 
sea and reefs and Jagged rocks all 
about. 

It was raining and squally, and alto¬ 
gether a dismal Sunday, so that tt Is 
no wonder that Mr. Russell ow*ns to 
being homesick. As the night advanced 
It became pitch dark, the rain came 
down In torrents and It was blowing 
great guns. As the entrance to the 
channel could not be seen Captain 
Warren ordered the sloop hove to for 
the night. Next morning revealed that 
they were all at sea, in a double sense. | 
About eleven o’clock it seemed to be 
clearer and Warren stood in towards 
the land to where he said he thought 
he could see the entrance to the pas¬ 
sage. When this spot was reached it 
was found to be but an opening be-, 
tween rocks, and the vessel was In a 
perilous plight among the rocks and In 
the surf. The seas were running very 
high but fortunately the wind died I 
down and the rocks gave some shelter. 

it was Impossible to anchor, although 
It was deep vrater just where she was. 
and efforts to head her out again were 
fruitless. In fact, they were trying to 
get her round when she missed stays 
and narrowly escaped being impaled on 
a rock. For a couple of hours the 
Thornton drifted about among the 
rocks, finally being blown out a.s she 
had got in. The early morning light 
showed what a dangerous place the 
vessel had been In and what a miracle 
It hod been that she got out In safety. 
At the height of her troubles Mr. Rus¬ 
sell had given up hope of her getting 
out and had removed his coat and 
bt>ots to be ready to swim. 

Captain Warren was quite at a loss 
to fix the location of the ship and ran 
on into a narrow pass, eventually get¬ 
ting Into the Inside channel at Bella 
Bella. He then found that what he 
had taken for the entrance to Milbank 
Round w'as a deep bay thirty miles to 
the south (Queen Sound) and the point 
he had taken for Point Day was a reef 
of rocks running four miles out into 
the sea. On the way up to Milbank 
Sound the old H. B. steamer Otter was 
passed. Anchor was cast before dark, 
as no one desired to spend another 
night like the previous one. 

In the worst gale experienced on the 
trip, with very thick weather and a 
touch of fog, the sloop rounded Point 
Day. and w^ off Milbank Sound, enter- ! 
Ing Yaredo channel at noon. Next day! 
Principe channel, which lies between' 
Pitt island and Banka island, was ^ 
entered In the teeth of a hurricane. All 
this time Mr. Russell had been assist¬ 
ing on deck, as the vessel was short- 
handed 'or such bad weather, and in 
consequence he was soaked through 
and cold.

In the response of 
j the Egypt ian despot to the man of Q.>d 
is disclosed the source of "man’s Inhu¬ 
manity to man." He flatly declared 
that since he was ignorant of God. he 
would not liberate the Israelites from 
bondage. Ignoring the Ood of Israel ne 
had no respect for the descendants of 
Jacob except as they could serve In¬ 
dustrial and political ends In his king¬ 
dom. And this is alw'ays the case: 
when men lose sight of the relations of 
their fuilowmen to Ood, they proceed 
to depreciate their religious value and 
use them for their own earthly and 
selHsh ends.

If we have battleahips we must have 
thick armor on them to keep out the 
enemy's shot, and we must have speed 
to give a tactical advantage In bring¬ 
ing our Are on the enemy; these are 
axioms among naval officers. For 
battleships our nation and all other 
nations have very properly decided to 
have big ships, big guns, thick armor 
and high speed. 

The other question Is. are we in 1814 
to build two or four battleships? Tbs

This Is 
ridiculous; the moment we hear of It 
we send a flotilla of submarines towed 
by an Atlantic liner, she drops them 
Just when In sight of the Island, and 
she brings them back to Fngiand when 
they have sunk even lhlng they found 
St the Island. 

If we go to war with a country that 
Is within the striking distance of Rub- 
marines. I am of opinion that that 
country will at once lock up their 
Drtadnoughts In some safe harbor; wv 
shall do the sams; their aeroplanes 
snd airships will fly over our country; 
they will know exactly where our ships; 
are, snd their submarines will cornel 
over and destroy anything snd ever^*- 
thing that they can get at. 

We shall, of course, do the same, but 
an Island with many harbors and much 
shipping Is at a great disadvantage. If 
the enemy has submarines. 

I do not think that the Importance 
of submarines has been fully recognis¬ 
ed, neither do I think that It has bech 
realised how completely their advent 
has revolutionised naval warfare. In 
my opinion, as the motor-vehicle has 
driven fhe horse from the road, so has 
the submarine driven the battleship

It li Juftt 100 years ago that Napoleon 
took poeseMlon of bis miniature Island 
empire of EUba, and an appropriate 
dt^overy has been made on the annt'| 
versary by Henri Housaye. This la 
what the Frenchman declares to be the 
earliest example of modern journalism 
known to be in existence. It Is a little 
paper published on the Island of 
Guernsey called The Political Mirror, 
and was ^‘printed at the foot of the 
Pollet and for sale at the house of 
Vapt. Chanplon; subscription 8 shillings 
I year, and for detached advertising 
9 heet 3 pennies extra.’* 

This paper, declares M. Houssaye, 
notwithstanding its miniature else, 
was. to all Intents and purposes, a 
r* >dem journal. It had various 
L. arces of authentic news, and a com¬ 
parison of Us columns with those of 
the great papers of London and Paris 
will show that it was far ahead of Its 
times, ^hat particularly struck M. 
Houssaye was the current news con-, 
ceming Napoleon. He finds that this! 
appeared In the Political Mirror three 
days and sometimes a week be¬ 
fore It did in the I^ondon papers. He 
also found In the columns of the little 
island paper the first modern Interview. 
It is with Napoleon, then on the Isl¬ 
and, and the “reporter’s** name Is 
SllVerthorpe. 

“You are English?" Inquired Napo* 
leon. 

“Yea, Sire.** 

And, continues Mr. Sllverthorpe. 
*'the sovereign of Elba delivers him¬ 
self up to his interrogator. He speaks 
walking up and down; he judges and 
his words have the accent of sin-, 
cerlty. He said; j 

"Metternlch thinks himself n dlplo-. 
mat. but he Is not. He Is a liar and I 
an enormous liar. The king of |

“Then he interrupts himself with 
the question; 

“Would they stone me in England?" 

Mr. Sllverthorpe responded that they 
would not. and, being a good reporter, 
profited by his agreeable reply to ask 
Napoleon which side he favored in 
politics and what hopes he had for 
the future. Napoleon, solemnly an¬ 
swered: 

“To bef the head of the continent and 
of all Europe.” 

“And then?** 

‘•To force the English to be just.” 
He therevtpon returned to his judg -1 
ment of men* According to Mr. Sll- 
verthorpe; “He avenges himself In 
one word. He Is too severe with 
'Murat, who would die for him," and 
he said: 

“Murat la a man who has no head, 
nor a single military Idea if It be not j 
on the day of the battle. When he 
receives orders he salutes and gallops 
off. He is a god until 5 o’clock at 
night.” 

“And the pope?** 

“The pope Is an old monk.”

Weight and Fineness of Cana 
dian Coins Minted Last 
Year Tested 


Veteran of Crimean War and Indian Mutiny Suffered

! One of the ancient ceremonies at the 
I royal mint is the trial of the pyx, 
I which takes place about once every 
three years. In the branch mint at 
Ottawa the same ceremony takes place 
annually, and the trial of the pyx con¬ 
taining specimens of the coins minted 
during 1913 was held recently. 

The pyx is a box in which is placed 
from time to time a certain number of 
coins out of every minting during the 
year.

There is a statutory limit of remedy 
as to weight and of departure from the 
'Standard of fineness set up by the 
I trial plates kept in the department of 
finance. 

The trial this year took place at 
Ottawa on May 6, the judges being A. 
Stansfleld, William Nlcol and W. H. 
Ellis, who were sworn In before the 
junior county court judge of Carleton 
county, Hon. R. D. Ounn, previous to 
entering upon their duties. Their re¬ 
port to the minister of finance is a 
bare recital of the things they did and 
the result of their findings, but as It is 
a description of what the trial of the 
pyx is It may be given in full. The 
judges say: 

' “We ascertained that the coins In 
each packet produced to us corre- 
'sponded as to denomination and num¬ 
ber with the endorsement on the re¬ 
spective packets, and we took one 
coin from each of such packets of gold 
coins amounting altogether to seven¬ 
teen ten dollar pieces and seven five 
dollar pieces. We weighed each of 
the said coins separately for remedy 
as to weight prescribed in the schedule 
of the Currency Act. 1910. Wo found 
that the amount of variation from the 
standard of weight specified In the 
said schedule to the said act was plus 
one thousandth of an ounce on the 
I whole of such coins. 

“We then melUd the said gold coins 
Iso taken out and weighed Into ua inecot 
and assayed such Ingot comparing it 
I with the pure gold trial-plate produc¬ 
ed by the deputy minister of inland 
revenue so as to ascertain whether the 
metal was within the remedy as to 
fineness prescribed in the arid sche¬ 
dule to the said act and we ff>und that 
the amount of vai-tatlon thereof from 
the standard of fineness specified in 
the said schedule to the said act was 
minus sixteen hundred thousands and 
that therefore the said metal was with¬ 
in the prescribed pemedy as to fineness. 

“We weighed the residue of the said 
gold coins In bulk and we ascertained 
that they 7*«re wltklii the remedy ae to 
weight. 

“We then took from such residue 
three ten-dollar pieces and three five- 
dollar pieces and weighed and assayed 
them separately and we found that 
such ten-dollar pieces weighed re¬ 
spectively; The first 257.94 grains; the 
second 257.89 grains; the third 258.14 
grains, and that such flve-dollar gold 
{pieces weighed respectively: *^the first 
1128.95 grains; the second 129.05 grains; 

I the third 129.14 grains. 

I We then assayed the said gold coins 
separately and w’e found the millesimal 
I fineness of such ten-dollar gold pieces 
to be: The first 899.94; the second 
900.08; the third 899.(1; and the mil¬ 
lesimal fineness of such flve-dollar

“ ’Neither do I of him,’ replied Na¬ 
poleon, and he scornfully added, In 
alluding to his return from Elba: 

” ’I waged war against Louis XVIII. 
and conquered him with a few hun¬ 
dred men.’ 

“We mentioned that Alexander, the 
Csar of Tilsit, had tried to bribe him, 
and he said; 

** ‘God delivered me from the Rus¬ 
sians,' and he looked at Bertrand and 
shrugged his shoulders, and then add¬ 
ed: 

“ 'In fifty years Europe will be 
either republican or Cossack.* ” 

Then came the last words of the 
interview with the fallen Caesar in¬ 
spired by the boats crowded with 
spectators sxirroundlng the ship. 

"Oh.” he says, “there is a great 
deal of curiosity. One likes to see *la 
bete curieuse' In order to say that 
one has seen him. Bah! All things 
must end.”
